too closely covered, It maybe made as 
sweet-emolling as when frosh by suspending 
ia the water a muslin bag containing one or 
more pounds of charcoal, according to the 
size of tho cistern. 


Bain water will often baoome foul from 


tha decoying of the vegetable matter which 
has been carried with tho water through ths 
pipes down into the cistern from the roof. 
By using one ounco of permsganate of po- 
tnssa for each fifty, gallons of water, th» 
contents of tho cistern will bo mado as clear 
and odorless as well water. The quantity of 
water In the cistern can bo easily guessed at 
Tho permanganate should b« put In and the 
water thoroughly stirred up. It will turn a 
briffht purplo. If it does not turn -clear 
again In a fow minutes a little more perman- 
ganate must bo added. All 'tho refuse In 
the water will sottlq In a harmless sediment) 
at the bottom of tho cistern. 


If there Is.tho least suspicion that the'well 


water is not as pure as it should bo, it 
should be bolted or filtered. Boiled water 
Is highly, rocommondod. It can bo mode as 
cold as fresh water by setting it for a timo 
in tho loo-box, or it may be cooled by add- 
ing a little pure ice. 


Very good filters can bo made with littlo 


trouble. A large-filter can bo mado .thus: 
Provide a water-tight barrel; place a stop- 
cock'In the lower part of tho barro], oven 
with the bottom; fill. the barrel half full of 
small clean pobblts; abovo tho stones place 
throo thicknesses of flannel; tack it .arnu:i I 
the eidos of tho barrel,' but leave it slack 
enough to ro'st on the 'pebbles; on this place 
.1 layer of charcoal throo Inches thick, then 
as deep a layor of clonn-washed rlvor sand, 
over the sand another layer of pob- 
bles, then B layer of charcoal, , ono of

The warmer and dampor the weothor, tho 


moro caro must be exorcised to prevent 
food from spoiliing. By placing a dish con- 
•talnlng a good-sliod lump of unslacked lirno 
on. one of the shelves in tho refrigerator, tho 
moisture will all be absorbed, so removing 
all; danger from mould, and Insuring tho 
lafe-lceoping of tho food for a long time.
